2. Between 1505 sad 1510 hours STone of the non, CPL WER, who han a 
degree in solones aid a atrong background in motecrology, called attention of 
the group to an objeot directly overhead. At this tims the grovp was sented 
on the east side, end in the shade of a tros, botresn the oanal bare and the 
Colerado River, approxizataly three (5) milos south of Yuna Text Station on the 
Arinona ide of tho River. ‘Tho object was seen inmadintely by tho ontirs 
group without eny difficulty in foousing the oyss or looating 1t ovwrhesad. 
3% appeared flat-vhits, with no sheon, circular in sheps, and while oa o regaley 
course of approsinately 60° aginuth, it did not exhibit a completely sooth 
trajectory. It was socompanied internittautly by en apparent vapor trail, 
nonepersiotent, thin, end not any longer thou one or tro object dianetsra. 
This trail or teil disappoared immediately withia the above dinensions an is 
accompanied the objoot. 


$. This cbjoot ms first sighted by the group aluest direstly overhead 
at an olovation angle in oxovss of 60°. Dus to the pogltion of the group ds 
relation to the cenal bonk, the horizon to the cast was ebstracted to a 
heighth of approxinately six or eight dvgress clovation.e ‘The total tins the 
Object was vicible botreen the firgt elghtizg overhead and the Cisappesrancs 
over tho horizon, was vory close to, and not mory than seven seconds. In

4. The croup ms instructed that 1f euy sndsequent sightings are nace 
while thay ero ocoupied in their esasigned weather duties, that they should 
attempt to teke bearings cu the object from tro or more theodolite positions 
end report their findings to th» Unit Commander. In this instance She 
apparent motion of the objyot was co fast that it wouldc hare been inpoasible 
to obtain engalar readings on its trajectory with the theodolits even with 
the goars dinengeged ond cighting over the open gunsights.-

as weather observers aad have had som experience tracking meteorological 
balloons with optical equipment. All of the men commwnted that the objeot 
eighbed vas unlike eny uaturel chjact or a phenomena which they had over sven 
proviously, and that they did not believe 1% could bo mistakenly idoutlfica 

as a woathor balloon. Tha group was told, pending further instructions, not 
to discuss this sighting. Attached is a list of the rnin this group. 


6. On the following cay CPL 3EMEBIR acd PTo wae reported enother 
sighting while practicing with a theocolite. ‘the duration of the sighting 

wan betveen five and ten ssconty wit tha eprarent notion so orratic that thay 
were unable to obtain a sighting on the course of the objoet with « theodolice. 
fhe gonereal appearances of ths objoct was reported to be the sens as that scen 
on the proosding Cay, oxcept that no vapor trail was observed. Tha general
